With their little money, thore 
refugees who arrived first bullt 
these, well, hovels—there js no 
other word for them, and those 
who came later were compelled 
to rent cilher a hut, or a ypace 
in a hut, from the others at 
anything up to $25 0 
That may not sound — terribly 
exorbitant to you, but to them 
it is more thin cnough an you 
will sve. 


Twisting Alleys 


In between the huts, made 
of wood, aticks, cardboard and 
pieces of tin, are twisting 
alleys so narrow that stand- 
ing tn the middle one can 
touch both sides. 

Lines of washing slapped me 
welly in the face as I stumbled 
through with my gulde.

Dlick slime, open fo the  ¢un, 
made the stench overwhelming 
and the walking hazardous, over 
the uneven stones and boards of 
the alley flvors. 

Ducks and chickens were 
everywhere and the = children 
swarmed Hke bees in and! out of 
crevice, oblivious of the 
cirt. Mothers fed their babies 
jn doorways, water-carrlers 
munocuvred preciriously along 
the narrow streets with their 
spilling buckets, and in ‘one 
place I saw ai tall beggar 
shuffing by, on empty tin held 
in his outstretched hand, glint- 
Ing in the sunlight.  Goodnees 
knows svhat alchemy of thought 
led him to this. poverty-striken 
shanty town.
